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Kissinger reveals details 
of secret trip to Peking 


WASHINGTON (U P Ii—Henry Kissinger's trip to China was so 
secret that even one of the two Secret Service agents who went with 
him didn’t know the destination. 
Kissinger revealed that and other details of his Peking trip during a 
chat Sunday aboard Air Force One as President Nixon and his party 
returned from California. Nixon called meetings of his cabinet and 
congressional leaders of both parties today to continue discussions of 
his upcoming China journey. 


Kissinger declined to discuss what type of aircraft was used on his 
clandestine trip, or even what route he traveled. But he said one of the 
two Secret Service agents with him was kept in the dark—until he 
spotted a Chinese navigator, presumably on the flight into China. 
The agent, Kissinger added, nearly dropped his teeth. 


On arrival in Peking the Chinese kept their promise of strict 
secrecy, even to the point of whisking him away from the airport in a 
limousine with its rear windows hidden by thick silk curtins. 
He also brought back m em ories—as the U.S. table tennis team did 
before him—of the Chinese food. Kissinger said his party was served 


12 courses at every meal, but he did not use the ivory chopsticks 
tearful of his technique. 
Once he began his 20 hours of talks with Prem ier Chou En-lai he 
said, the Chinese leader proved to be better informed about some of 
Nixons more recent statements than he was. He said Chou 
immediately started peppering him with intelligent questions about an 
oft-the-cuff briefing Nixon held for newsmen in Kansas City July 6. 
Kissinger said he had to admit he had been traveling and was out of 
touch, save for press accounts of Nixon’s comments. 
The following morning Chou sent him a copy of Nixon’s remarks, in 
English, with his personal notations on the margin and a note reading 
“ please return, our only copy." 
Kissinger said he has no illusions about an immediate friendship 
forming between Nixon and Chou; but he said there seems to be 
mutual respect already. 
Although no date for Nixon's visit has been announced, Kissinger 
said diplomatic negotiations were underway to make sure the 
groundwork will be well laid. White House officials said Nixon will 
probably go late this year or early in 1972.

control a strain of sleeping sickness 
deadly to horses 
The inoculations were ordered for 
horses in Texas, Oklahoma, New 
Mexico, Arkansas and Louisiana. 
The disease, at epidemic levels in 
the Rio Grande Valley of south 
Texas, already has killeti more than 
820 Texas horses and infected 1,070 
Dozens of humans were reported 
suffering from a flulike condition 
brought on by the disease.

Vietnamese government appealed 
t^oday to North Vietnam to discuss reunification of the country and the 
holding of free elections under a total ceasefire. 
In a communique issued by the Foreign Ministry on National Grief 
Day commemorating the division of North and South Vietnam under’ 
the 1954 Geneva accords, the government recalled it asked two years 
ago that North Vietnam consider reunification. 


U.S. spokesmen said there was nothing new in the offer 
“ So far we haven’t been able to find anything new about it." said 
Roy Johnson of the U.S. embassy. “ Of course, we’ve only had it for 
about two hours. As far as we can see it renewed a two-year-old prooo- 
sal and reiterated two of the five points in the peace plan presented bv 
the government in Paris on July 8. 
“ Those were the second point, which asked for a ceasefire and the 
fourth point, which called for reunification of the country “ Johnson 
said. 
American spokesmen said the statement could in no wav be 
mterp^reted as any sort of startling peace bid linked either to recent 
Viet Cong proposals at the Paris Peace Talks or to President Nixon’s 
announcement of his impending visit to China. 
President 
Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu 
himself had endorsed a standstill 
cease-fire in October after one was 
proposed by Nixon, the American 
sources said. 
“Two years ago on July 20, 1969, 
the government of the Republic of 
Vietnam solemnly requested the 
authorities of North Vietnam to 
discuss directly and seriously with 
her the problem of reunification of 
the two zones, by means of general 
elections in both North and South 
V ietnam

Foreign Ministry said.

Here they boarded a plane for 
Roatan 
Isiand 
in 
the 
Western 
Caribbean Sea 
Quintin had read ot 
it and the two decided to see for 
themselves it the desc ription in the 
brochure had been right. 
They landed in ('oxen Hole 
The 
road to the dock was narrow and 
unpaved, not wide1 enough for two 
cars to pass 
As their car turned a 
corner, they ran into two men on a

the two men got up 
No one was 
hurt and the men “ apologized for 
causing the accident 
The McCabes finally got to the 
dock and boarded a boat tor Roatan 
Lodge m Port Royal Bay 
The trip 
was 25 miles and the sea was rough 
The skipper made their ride more 
enjoyable bv pointing out the towns 
they passed along the w ay 
At the lodge they were given a 
cabin with ail the conveniences of 
home They changed and went up to 
the mam lodge for a snack before 
dinner Surrounding the Lodge were 
coconut and banana trees, tropical 
shrubs and flowers and pineapple 
plants

All these 
things are grown and raised on the 
island. 
A boat ride to an outly ing island 
was on the agenda the next morning 
The water was crystal clear and the

Shells were collected 
before the return trip back to the 
Lodge, 
The second day another couple 
arrived 
Mary went with them to 
another small island or “ cay, 
as 
they are called. 
Here she had her 
first experience at snorkeling. She 
saw some beautiful fish and coral 
formations. 
That afternoon a native boy took 
them out to a barge that was 
excavating an old sunken ship 
Other

grandstand (where they used to 
make

tigers i and a tomb. 
Following the 
tour

McCabes

been found in the ruins 
This was 
the finale of a fantastic vacation. 
The McCabes' next stop was a 
town called Oak Ridge on another 
part o! Roatan Island. 
This they 
also reached by boat, the way of all 
travel around the island. There are 
no roads or streets 
In this town the 
houses are built on stilts along the 
waterways, 


Mrs. Sausen. the inn keeper s 
wife, asked Mary to hike back into 
the bush It was Sunday, the day tor 
rest and visiting your neighbors. 
Twelve people made the trip, going 
single file through the jungle. 
I 
felt like a native one sees on TV," 
she said 
The dense underbrush gave way to 
a clearing, and the farm which was 
their destination. Friends from all 
over the bush had come to visit. At 
lunch there were 30 mouths to feed, 
“ a usual occurrence for a tropical 
Sunday. 
Final leg Of the journey found 
Quint and Mary on their way to the 
Copan Ruins of the Great Mayan 
City. Leaving Roatan by boat, they 
Hew from the mainland back to San 
Pedro Sula. 
The next day they 
started lor the celebrated ruins. 


The drive to Copan was beautitul 
and the road wound through fields of 
tabacco, maize and sugar cane. The 
mountains were covered with wild 
flowering trees and large clumps ot 
bamboo. 
All along the road were 
people traveling by toot, the men in 
white shirts and colortul pants, the 
women in bright colored dresses. 


A 
cement

entrance 
formed the opening to the ruins. 
Disembarking from the bus. the 
McCabes bought a book on the 
history of the ruins This turned out 
to be a good idea since their guide 
spoke no English 
Copan dates back to about 3,000 
B.C. 
The McCabes saw statues, 
pyramids, 
temples and

where once had been a thriving 
civilization.

DEAR ABBY: 
Congratulations 
for the excellent advice you gave to 
‘ Help me, help my mother in 
Houston, 
concerning wearing a 
hearing aid. 
There are some 20 million people 
in 
this 
country 
with 
hearing 
problems. Most of them could and 
should wear aids. 
Some say, “ I’ll wait until I need 
one..." 
If you have even a slight 
problem, you need one now! 
It is 
important to first have your hearing 
checked by a doctor to see if your 
loss is one that can be corrected. 
Many people wait until it is too late 
to help what might have been a 
simple 
medical problem 
in the 
beginning. If nothing can be done to 
help your loss, and if the tests show 
an aid can help you, then by all 
means get one. 
The 
woman 
who 
feels 
that 
wearing an aid will attract attention 
to the 
hearing loss, 
fools only 
herself, and is usually a pain in the 
neck to everyone she comes in 
contact with. 
There are a dozen 
ways of letting others know one 
can't hear. Turning the head to one 
side, cupping a hand behind the ear, 
asking people to speak up or repeat 
things, asking for special seating 
arrangements 
in 
restaurants or 
other public places, etc. Everyone 
knows you have a problem, and 
everyone»wonders why you don t do 
something about it. 
Most importantly, people look at 
our eyes or our mouth when they 
talk to us, not our ears, Unless of 
course we make them aware of the 
fact that we do not hear well. Then 
they will surely look to see if we 
have 
done 
anything 
about 
our 
problem 
I have worn hearing aids tor years 
so I know the problems of vanity, 
despair, adjustment, irritation...the 
list goes on and on. But 1 do not try 
to hide my aids, and interestingly 
enough, most people do not notice 1 
wear one and sometimes two,...even 
on TV. 
A dear friend opened my 
eves about wearing an aid. 
Many 
years ago she told me I was being 
very selfish by making others cope 
with what was my problem alone. 
She was right I had to do something 
about my hearing, not expect my 
family and friends to speak louder 
than was comfortable tor them, or 
repeat things I had missed, turn the 
TV up very loud. etc. 
If you suspect you have a problem, 
do something about it. 
See an 
audiologist or a doctor or even a 
reputable hearing aid dealer. 
Be 
sure to get all the necessary tests. 
No reputable dealer will sell you an 
aid or even try to without first 
making sure there is no way to 
correct your loss, and that an aid 
will really help you And he 11 put it 


in writing, if he is honest. 
Thank you, Abby. Keep saying the 
words so others can hear.

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Destiny calls 
World Series

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The recent announcement that 
all weekday World Series games will be played at night 
starting in 1972 raised hardly an eyebrow, let alone a 
voice of protest. We have become encrusted. 


The National Broadcasting Co. and major league base­ 
ball signed a new four-year contract which is a study in 
conflicting harmony. Television is relentless in pander­ 
ing to the mode, while baseball has been steeped—some 
feel enbalmed—in tradition. Night games will be seen in 
prime TV time, thus upping the ante for commercial ad­ 
vertisers. 


With it comes perhaps the destruction of one of the 
few worth-while traditions left in the country. Weekday 
afternoon World Series games were a cohesive force in 
the country. Kids and teachers in schools, workers and 
bosses in factories and offices shared a simultaneous 
harmless and immediate interest in something besides 
mundane problems, taxes, riots and Hot Pants. 
There was a dialogue and camaraderie, a coming-to­ 
gether, even if just for a week, even among fans rooting 
for opposing teams. It was a positive thing. Everybody 
was rooting. 
Now, fans will return to the dark of their homes to 
view the games in one-eyed aloneness. Of course, they 
did much the same in the past on weekends. Weekend 
games will continue to be played in the afternoon, but 
people are usually home then anyway. 


Tradition has become a saccharine concept in some 
circles today. Often it is all to the good. We are reap­ 
praising our views of government, education, mores, 
morals and entertainment, to name a few. Yet. amidst 
all the current ferment, there has been a move back to 
nostalgia, to recalling the past. This living in a time long 
gone still accounts for much of the popularity of baseball. 
“ We always looked forward to the next day of school 
when the teacher would let us listen to the World Series 
games on radio,” recalled Cleon Jones, New York Mets’ 
outfielder. “It was kind of inspirational. I'm sorry to see 
it go ” 
Some of us, like Tom Seaver, Mets' pitcher, would get 
“ World Series flu” and stay home with fellow infirms to 
watch the games on school days. But others, like Joe 
Torre of the St. Louis Cardinals, remember the excite­ 
ment of Oneness when the Series scores were posted in 
his Brooklyn school class, inning by inning. 
Through the years, workday crowds have lingered in 
front of newspaper offices as the games were replayed 
by mechanical men, or stood in front of appliance store 
windows where a television played to lunchtime audi­ 
ences. Bill Veeck remembers a wake he attended in 
which a Series game was being televised and quickly the 
mourners gravitated from the coffin to the tube. 
And. of course, there was the ingenious school kid 
who coyly listened to a game during math class with an 
earplug and the wire running inside his sleeve to the

radio hidden under his desk He was found out only when 
he accidentally pulled out the wire and there came this 
fantastic boom: “ GIBSON HAS TWO STRIKES ON . . . 
Joe Reichler, assistant to baseball commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn, laments the end of the tradition but sa\s that 
baseball perforce must keep up with its competition. 
“ Not just in sports,” he said, ‘ but in all of entertain­ 
ment. People say we’ve been strangled by tradition. So 
we’re just trying to go along with the times. We re the 
only major sport left that played its championship games 
on weekday afternoons.” 
Jerry Hoffberger, chairman of the board of the Balti­ 
more Orioles, believes that we will be losing no cohe­ 
siveness at all in the new move. 
“ Before,” he said, “kids in school and working people 
couldn’t watch the biggest sports spectacle in the world. 
Now, we’ll be getting 25 or 30 million more people 
watching it. And they don’t have to sit home alone. They 
can have World Series parties. It can be a beautiful com­ 
ing together. Turn on your porch light and open your 
front door. Invite friends in. Remember what Bobby 
Kennedy said: ‘Don’t curse the darkness, light a candle.’ 
“I remember when I was a kid and my father had a 
whole houseful of people sitting around at night listen­ 
ing to the Dempsey-Tunney fight on the wireless set. It 
was a good time.” 
And Bill Veeck wonders if World Series night games 
won’t actually have a beneficial sociological effects. 
“It’ll be better than the usual violence and murder on 
at that time,” he said. 
Night World Series games signal a passing of an era. 
The day may fade away but it will be missed, like the 
five-cent cigar.

A manifestofor 'the athletic revolution' 


Most golfers are confused 
about when they should putt 
from off the green and when 
they should chip. Usually 
t h e y chip. But usually I 
would recommend they putt. 
I can’t give you a hard- 
and-fast rule to go by, but 
I’d guess that seven-eighths 
of the time you should putt 
if you’re no more than 10 
feet olf the green. The key. 
of course, is the condition of 
the fringe gr ass. If the 
grass is smooth and short 
enough to afford youi shot 
a comfortable roll, you 
should putt. 
People see the pros liness- 
ing these little shots with 
wedges, but the average 
player is better off leaving 
ihe wedge in his bag here 
Vou’re more used to putting, 


and you make pretty much 
the same stroke you’d make 


if the ball were on the green. 
Hit the putt off the fringe 
just slightly harder. 
Ask yourself if the ball is 
going to go over the grass 
on the fringe at about the 
same speed it would on the 
green. Remember that the 
ball accelerates mostly in 
the first three-four feet of its 
roll. The putter is actually a 
lofted club, and the ball will 
be in the air at the start of 
its journey, so that the fringe 
shouldn’t affect it that much 
Then the ball is going to ride 
along on top of the grass. 
Take 10 minutes and 20 
b a l l s and putt from the 
fringe, and see if it doesn’t 
become much easier than 
>ou would’ve thought. You’ll 
save many strokes that way 
in the long run.

NEW YORK—( NEA »—Racial, social, political and edu­ 
cational conflicts have jarred well over 100 athletic pro­ 
grams at major colleges and universities in the last few 
years, which gives credence to the title of Jack Scott’s 
recently published book. “ The Athletic Revolution" (Free 
Press, $5.501. 


The recent headline story concerning Howard Porter. 
Villanova basketball player, emphasizes the continuing 
need for such a revolutioh. 


The hypocrisy of “ amateur sport’’ on a college level is 
of primary concern to Scott, who sees the “ revolution" 
as a "microcosm of the total educational structure with­ 
in which they operate.” 


Scott said he was not surprised, for example, by the 
revelation that Porter had signed a professional basket­ 
ball contract before his collegiate eligibility was up—and 
then continued to play for Villanova, 
“ I’d be the last person to excuse Porter’s kind of con­ 
duct (allegedly lying about whether or not he had signed 
a pro contract),”*said Scott. “ But the university had prob­ 
ably given him illegal inducements to come to that school, 
anyway, if they were following the norm concerning star 
athletes, and also giving him under-the-table help right 
along. 
“ So selfishness, materialism and cynicism was probably 
all around him from the time he entered college.” 
Scott, still not excusing Porter’s actions, added that 
Porter, like many poor black athletes, was a product of 
a system gone haywire, but in which he sees gradual 
changes, 
“ A poor kid. like Porter, can’t get by on a legal NCAA 
scholarship,” said Scott. "Room, board, tuition, food and 
books are paid for. But where does he legally get money 
for clothes? 
“ Yet there is the enduring fallacy that amateur sports 
advance members of the low socio-economic class. For 
the most part, this is a subterfuge created by the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association and professional teams." 
Referring to the “ four-year rule,” which does not per­ 
mit an athlete to sign a pro football or basketball con­ 
tract until four years alter he graduated from high school, 
Scott wrote: “ The NCAA was able to extract this seem­ 
ingly one-sided agreement from the wealthy professional 
owners in exchange for allowing college football and 
basketball programs to serve as de facto farm systems 
for the professional leagues.” 
This olten resulted, said Scott, in poor black kids, those 
especially good with a ball but especially poor with a 
book, from pursuing a sports livelihood. 
The recent NBA statement that “ hardship cases” will 
receive special treatment came on the heels of the anti­ 
trust court ruling in the Spencer Haywood case. 
“ This is a breakthrough in one area of hypocrisy,” said 
Scott. “ Because of the increasing social awareness in the 
sports world, there are little bits ot change.

“Growing Up” has been 
condemned by the Archbish­ 
op of Canterbury and the 
M i n i s t e r of Education, 
among others. In a recent 
House of Lords debate Lord 
Longford, a Roman Catholic, 
described the film as “a de­ 
praved and depraving medi­ 
cine.” 
Unrepentant, Dr. Cole, who 
shows blue films to his uni­ 
versity students, maintains 
that adolescent promiscuity 


is a “learning situation.” “I 
think teenagers 
should be 
promiscuous,” says Dr. Cole. 
“I think being promiscuous 
can in many cases be a vital­ 
ly important part of growing 
up.” 


The other event which has 
touched off violent contro­ 
versy is the publication of a 
Charter of Children’s Rights 
drawn up by the Advisory 
Center for Education with 
the h e l p of the National 
Council for Civil Liberties. 


Among other things, this 
Magna Carta for toddlers 
states, “Children have the 
right, at the appropriate age. 
to 
such 
knowledge 
as 
is 
necessary to understand the 
society in which they live. 


“This shall include knowl­ 
edge of sex, contraception, 
religion, drugs, including al­ 
cohol and tobacco, and other 
problems which openly con­ 
front every growing child ” 


The loudest o u t b u r s t 
against the Children’s Char­ 
ter has come from David Hol­ 
brook, a Cambridge Univer­ 
sity lecturer and author of 
books on education, who de­ 
scribes it as “ menacing.” 


British Children Charter' 


LONDON—(NEA)—Following are excerpts from 
the controversial British “Charter of Children’s 
Rights” drawn up by the British Advisory Center for 
Education and the National Council for Civil Liber­ 
ties: 


(1) 
All c hildren have the right to protection from, 
and compensation for, the consequences of any in­ 
adequacies in their homes and backgrounds. 
(2) 
Children have the right to protection from 
any excessive claims made on them by their parents 
or others in authority. 
(3) 
Children have the right to freedom from re­ 
ligious or political indoctrination. 
(Hi 
Children have the right to freedom of expres­ 
sion. both written and verbal. 
(7) 
(Children) shall have the freedom to make 
complaints about teachers, parents and others, with­ 
out fear of reprisal. 
(8) 
Children have a right to exercise choice in 
the school curriculum. Such choice should grow as 
the child matures. 
(9) 
No child shall be deprived of any right or 
benefit as a consequence of his mode of dress, style 
of hair, make-up or any other aspect of dress or 
appearance. 
(12) 
Children shall have freedom from physical 
assault, whether under the guise of punishment or in 
any other form. 
(15) 
Children have the right at the appropriate 
age, to such knowledge as is necessary to under­ 
stand the society in which they live. This shall in­ 
clude knowledge of sex, contraception, religion, 
drugs, including alcohol and tobacco.

Holbrook says that the doc­ 
ument smacks of “certain 
manifestations of Nazism.” 
notably in urging children 


“to spy on their parents and 
report them.” 


The permissives who drew 
up the Children’s Charter are 
the real “sexual fascists,” in 
Holbrook’s v i e w . “Nazism 
was but the product of the 
fanatical 
immoralism 
that 
pervaded the youth of Ger­ 
many during the late ’20s 
and early ’30s. 


But Holbrook, himself, is a 
totalitarian figure in the eyes 
of Britain’s liberals, such as 
Richard Crossman, L a b o r 
Member of Parliament and 
editor of the New Statesman. 


“In Denmark,” comments 
the New Statesman, “sales 
of pornography are falling,” 
while Hollywood has “dis­ 
covered that nudity is no 
longer a box-office draw.” 


The New Statesman con­ 
tends that Lord Longford’s 
campaign is really an upper- 
class plot against the work­ 
ers. “Lord Longford and his 
supporters . . . were pre­ 
pared to tolerate a society 
w h e r e pornography was 
available to the upper mid­ 
dle class and the aristocracy, 
hut kept discreetly hidden 
from the public gaze. 
“What they cannot toler­ 
ate, it seems, is the demo­ 
cratization of sexual pleas­ 
ure.”

The chief justice rejects any suggestion that an 
increase in the number on the high bench will help 
matters. “ The judicial function must be performed by 
nine justices," he declared Increased staff would be of 
some, but not major, help.

History in rough

M cNamara's aim to 
keep the materials 
as free of bias as 
possible 
His widelv known decision not to 
allow the collectors and analysis to 
interview any of the administration 


principals who wrote some of the 
documents 
was 
rooted 
in 
this 
purpose. 
McNamara did not want 
the 
m aterials 
colored 
by 
the 
recollections and interpretations of 
their authors. 
Historians, of course, will need 
those 
recollections. 
But 
the 
judgment in 1967 was that it was the 
historians' job to get them, not the 
Pentagon’s. 
Men having some familiarity with 
the undertaking say M cNamara, in 
further pursuit of his desire to keep 
the project unbiased, had nothing to 
do with any of the people involved in 
it. He did not choose them, and he 
never talked to them. 
It can be said with authority that 
more than half of the 36 persons who 
worked on the study were military 
officers. 
Nearly ail of these went 
back to Vietnam later for second or 
third tours of duty, and some were 
killed there. 
Other analysts were

Foreign Service officers. 
Professional historians were not 
used They could not be obtained on 
short notice, and it was felt they 
lacked needed grounding in Vietnam 
affairs.

as low as two per cent. 


This may be true and. if so, it is 
remarkable good news. But in the 
first six months of this year 8,200 
men turned themselves in under the 
Vietnam drug amnesty program. 
The figure for June was 1,500. Since 
clearly only a minority of hoerin 
users take this step, it indicates a 
high addiction rate. To keep even a 
residue of a demoralized Army in 
South Vietnam is to invite new 
disasters like the drug curse.

believe 
marijuana

harmful. 
Two physicians of 
the 
H a h n e m a n n 
Medical College and 
the Philadelphia As­ 
sociation 
of 
Psy­ 
choanalysis 
have 
recently 
reported 
on a study of the 
effects of smoking 
marijuana 
on 
38 
young patients over 
a 
period 
of 
five 
years. 
They report that they consistently 
found very poor social judgment, a 
poor 
a t t e n t i o n 
s p a n , 
p o o r 
concentration, confusion, anxiety, 
depression, 
apathy, 
passivity, 
indifference 
and 
often, 
slowed, 
slurred speech in the marijuana 
smokers, most of whom smoked two 
or more marijuana cigarettes two* 
or 
more 
times 
weekly. 
Also 
o b s e r v e d 
w e r e 
p a r a n o i d 
suspiciousness, inability to bring 
thoughts together and regressions to 
a 
more 
infantile 
state. 
Sexual 
p r o m i s c u i t y 
w a s 
f r e q u e n t , 
unwanted pregnancies were high 
and so was venereal disease. 
All of the symptoms were absent 
before the patients started smoking 
marijuana, except for mild anxiety 
or 
occasional 
depression 
in 
11 
patients. 
After the smoking of marijuana 
began there was also a marked 
change in personal grooming and 
cleanliness, study habits and work 
habits. 
Some specific examples of their 
study: 
A 16-year-old girl who had no prior 
psychiatric 
difficulties 
began 
smoking grass 3 or 4 times weekly 
for two years. She became hostile, 
lost interest in academic work, 
made verbal attacks on teachers 
and peers and became preoccupied 
with political issues. She dropped 
out of high school and developed 
paranoid 
ideas 
about

older 
sister's husband 
Eventually she 
became so depressed she attempted 
suicide by hanging. 
A 24-year-old married man who 
had shown no previous psychiatric 
d i f f i c u l t i e s 
b e g a n 
s m o k i n g 
marijuana after he met some new 
triends who introduced him to the 
drug. 
He smoked daily for two 
months and said he could think more 
clearly 
and 
function 
b etter. 
Gradually he became suspicious of 
his friends, became paranoid and 
hvpochrondriac. 
He 
thought 
his 
triends were trying to do away with 
him so they could get his wife. He 
thought he was the first member of 
a new “ super race." 
A 
20-year-old 
man 
developed 
delusions six months after starting 
smoking grass. He began smoking 
and noticed a decline in ambition 


and a shift in working habits. He 
believed he was in 
charge of the 
Mafia and was a leader of the Ku 
Klux Klan. He began to collect 
knives and guns and trained a dog to 
attack others. He became apathetic 
and a loner and suspicious of his 
friends and family. 
The psychiatrists challenge those 
claim s 
that 
the 
smoking 
of 
marijuana is harmless and produces 
no significant changes in young 
people. 
A thorough psychiatric study of 
each individual would be necessary 
to reach such a conclusion and this 
kind 
of 
scientific 
evidence 
is 
missing, 
according 
to 
the 
two 
doctors.
